the Hessian lly. Many farmers are plow- 
ing up their wheat, bciug couviucedth.it 
it'will be utterly ruined by the noxious 
insect. .Mr.. V. Barber, of Hickory town- 
ship, 'to-day showed us samples yf spring 
w heal from his farm, in nearly every stalk 
of which were more or less of the brown 
eggs peculiar to this insect. The appear- 
ance of a field of wheat in which the lly 
has taken a lodgment is much like it would 
be if the wheat was "struck with rust," 
and many farmers seem to have mistaken 
the liy for rust. From present appear- 
ances the wheat crop in Macon county, 
which promised so well a few weeks ago, 
will be almost u failure. 


RrsT ox WHEAT.—We learn from the 


farmers that the warm wet weather is 
liable to cause wheat to rust, and fears are 
entertained that the crop will be greatly 
damaged from this cause. Wheat is now 
at that particular stage of ^growth at 
which it is liable to damage by rust, acd 
a continuance of wet weather will be al- 
most sure to cut short the crop by rust.— 
We hope that such a calamity may be 
averted by the opening up of good 
weather, as our farmers are placing a 
good deal of dependence upon their wheat 
crop this year.

Miss Ryder's address was accom- 


panied with very full illustrations on 
the black-board. She said that the 
teacher should secure -attention, and to 
have this the'teacher must know the 
lesson • must know how to teach ; must 
use means to present the lesson to the 
eve as a slate, board or map ; must use 
questions; must be alive—face the 
cla3g_sta»<T! up to the work; or at least 
occupy such a position before the class 
that you can command the attention of 
every scholor. 


The teacher should secure prepara- 


tion at home, and the practical methods 
to this end should be that the teacher 
be an example ; should interest the pa- 
rents • should send letters, not mere 
careless notes, but letters in ink, to 
scholars whom you wish particularly to 


spoke on ''The Conditions of Successful 
S. S. Teaching." 
He said after reading 


some of the statistics presented to his 
convention, he was more hopeful for the 
future, and for his country. He felt if 
all our children could be gathered into 
our Sunday schools we could drive out 
all evil. One of the essential condi- 
tions of successful Sunday school teach- 
ing was that it should not be narrow- 
minded. The teacher should be on a 
higher .plane than this. lie spoke of a 
Sunday school in which he had been 
much interested, in which there was a 
family represented to which they had 
given much, but they found with poor 
results; they found" |that a number 
of the family were drinkers, but there 
was one little girl, who after a time 
sickened and died, and on her death 
bud gave evidence of being with Christ. 


In order to reach success one must 


understand our mission. In the Sunday 
school we should teach the word of G od 
pure and simple. It is not the place 
to teach science and literature. 
These 


must bo kept in subordination to the 
Gospel ot Christ. 
We should be care- 


ful not to seek out allegorical truths, 
which no one else than ourselves see. 
We should have no doubtful interpreta- 
tions, or efforts to make all tho passages 
of scripturo teach certain truths. 
We 


need not attempt to improve on God's 
method. 
We should lead them into 


the real meaning of the scriptures, and 
if you cannot interest the children in 
this,you cannot interest them at all.— 
They can be interested without stories 
from the newspapers. 
, , , - , . 


If we teach them the word ot Uod 


pure and simple how are you to become 
prepared for it. 
Then if we wish to 


understand the bible just take hold 
and work out its meaning. 
Then we 


should read all we can gather from au- 
thorities—not only one, but "several, 
and when the Drs. differ the bible stu 
'dent will have to decide the differen o 
passages for himself. 
The teacher must 


then know how to put or present what 
has been studied. If the subject is well 
understood, generally, it will be clearly 
presented, but there are those who need 
pecial efforts to fit them to teach. 
We 


must not present too much, or too little; 


this, judgment must be exercised. 
Another condition of success is that 


we must love what we teach. And an- 
other that we must love children. We 
must not underrate the capabilities of 
children. He closed by saying that 
this was a great work or these delegates 


doubt of its existence, but still wo are not ab- 
solutely sure that the desk is here. It may be 
alia mistake. 
Wo nil may be dreaming, and 


dreaming the same dream; and this eonirrosra- 
tlon, this church, this dusk and everything here 
may bo an allusion. Wo don't think It is, but 
after all it may be. We do not tfnmo that these 
things exist, but we do know that wo WiinA- 
they exist. In' other words, the assertions of 
our consciousness are the things that we know. 
A man loves his wife. No argument whatever 
can convince him that there is no such emo- 
tion as love, tor he (S conscious of possessing 
it. Upon that same solid rock the proof of the 
Gospel ultimately rests— the Christian con- 
sciousness of Christ's living presence and 
power; and that internal consciousness is the 
work of the Holy Ghost. We do not believe In 
Christ as men believe in Columbus or Wash- 
ington, or Napoleon Bonaparte, for after all 
there may never have been such men; the his- 
tories may be all a lie. Hut -we know Christ 
lives by seeing Him within our souls. That, I 
repeat, is the work of the Holv Ghost.

Hesnid that every one hud a (work tol do in 
whatever position In life he may bo placed;

We are surrounded with infidelity. Some of 
the most cloinicnt scientists of the world are 
attacking the Christian religion. To meet these 
.attacks we have only one weapon, anil that is 
the Word of God. He said that God would not 
help us when we could help ourselves. IJo 
would not have given us the present plan of 
salvation If man could have saved lilmsclf. 
He said that one of the Important helps to S. 
S. work was these teachers' meetings. A 
church without n prayer meeting was in a 
manner dead, and so a Sunday school without 
a teachers' meeting. These meetings should 
be held at stated periods, the latter part «!' the 
week, in some central place, in a suitable room, 
not too large to prevent the cultivation of the 
social iccling. Yon should have u good leader. 
If this Is secured, do not change, notation in 
oilieo is not a good thing in u teachers' meet- 
ing. Then you must persevere. He believed 
in the perseverance of the saints, or that the 
saints should persevere, at least. Secure at- 
tendance by being pleasant. Do not scold, but 
lie pertinacious. Be enthusiastic. No man can 
accomplish much without enthusiasm. Why, 
even Bro. Jacobs here would not be worth a 
cent without his enthusiasm. Have a:jjlflii.' 
A great many go to the meetings and have no 
plan; or, at most, cast-Iron plans. He did not 
like cast-Iron plans. If you are in a ret, ael out 
nf It. Do not make merely bible classes of tho 
meeting. Assign something for every one to 
do—some spcciuJ thing for each one to do. If 
yon cannot get touchers to attend, go afte;r 
them, or send them a postal card.
